BASIC FUNCTION OF POSITION 

 

Performs a variety of duties in store and warehouse areas. Involved in the stocking receiving, issuing, 

handling, marking, preparing, and maintaining of stock levels of resale items. Works in one or more 

departments within the store (e.g., grocery, produce, meat, etc.) or performs a rotational assignment within all 

departments. Cleans assigned areas of sales floor shelves and warehouse shelves to include display areas. 

Handles damaged, spoiled, or out-of-date merchandise, in store and warehouse areas. Operates all types of 

materials handling equipment for which licensed to operate for receipt of incoming shipments. Selects items 

from stock for shipment and sees that shipments are properly loaded onto conveyance. Performs customers 

service regarding, special orders, location, price and availability of product. 
 

 

 

 

 

 

 

 

 

 

 

 



 

QUALIFICATIONS REQUIRED 

 

All applicants must address each selection criterion detailed below with specific and comprehensive 

information supporting each item. 

 
1- Completion of secondary school is required. 

 

2- One year of laborer experience is required.   

 

3- Level II English required and Level IV in Arabic is required.   

 

 

 

SELECTION PROCESS 

 

"Mission policy prohibits pre-selection of applicants." 

 

Best qualified displaced/RIFed employees will receive priority consideration if no US Citizens, family 

members or veterans apply. 

 

When equally qualified, U.S. Citizen Eligible Family Members (AEFMs) and U.S. Veterans will be given 

preference.  Therefore, it is essential that the candidate address the required qualifications above in the 

application.  

 

ADDITIONAL SELECTION CRITERIA 

 

1. Management will consider nepotism/conflict of interest, budget, and residency status in determining 

successful candidacy. 

2. Current employees serving a probationary period are not eligible to apply. 

3. Current Ordinarily Resident employees with an Overall Summary Rating of Needs Improvement or 

Unsatisfactory on their most recent Employee Performance Report are not eligible to apply. 

4. Currently employed U.S. Citizen EFMs who hold an FMA appointment are ineligible to apply for 

advertised positions within the first 90 calendar days of their employment. 

5. Currently employed NORs hired under a Personal Services Agreement (PSA) are ineligible to apply 

for advertised positions within the first 90 calendar days of their employment, unless currently hired 

into a position with a When Actually Employed (WAE) work schedule.

2. Candidates must provide in the application (DS-174) names of family members working in the 

mission. 

3. Candidates who claim US Veterans preference must provide a copy of their Form DD-214 with their 

application or the preference will not be applied 

4. Optional: Any other documentation (e.g. essays, certificates, awards, copies of degrees earned) that 

addresses the qualification requirements of the position as listed above.
